Boys’ Work Program 
Brotherhood E.L.C. 

We have a great responsibility, a 
real job to do for boys! We must have 
a clear vision of that job. 

Our Concept of Boys’ Work 

—Boys’ work in and through the 
church is the men of the church work- 
ing with boys to establish and main- 
tain their personal relationship with 
God through Christ as their Re- 
deemer. 

—Boys’ work on the educational 
and practical side is the provision for 
a guided, experience-centred, Christ- 
centred program of activities and 
man and boy relationships in which 
the Spirit and the teachihgs of Christ 
are brought to bear on the boys’ life 
situations. 

—Boys’ work is centred not in the 
boy alone, but in someone outside of 
and greater than the boy: it is cen¬ 
tred in God. 

—We must pray and work so that 
the home, church, and community 
may be endowed with boys and young 
men who are and will continue to be 
physically, mentally, morally, and 
spiritually strong. 

This is the foundation of our boys’ 
work program. All activities root in 
it or point up to it. 

Out of our concept of boys’ work 
grows a practical working objective 
pin-pointing the job to be done. 

Our Over-All Objective 

To promote an aggressive program 
of boys’ work so as to win, to con- 
serve, and to develop the young man- 
hood of the congregation and the 
community. 

This objective we aim to achieve 
through: 

—Personal relations. To promote 
and support the development of the 
man and boy relationship in the 
home, church and community. 

—Organized activities. To select, 
promote, and support the best pos- 
sible and most suitable organized 
programs of boy activity in the local 
congregation.. 

—Leadership. To recruit and train i 
the most qualified type of adult lead-1 
ership to carry through the program. 

—Enrollment. To bring into the or¬ 
ganized program under trained lead¬ 
ership the largest possible number of 
boys beginning with those in the con¬ 
gregation and reaching out to the un- 
derprivileged and unchurched. 

To achieve our aims we suggest the 
following means in: 

—Personal relations. 1. Father and 
son meetings, dinners, outings; 2, 
“Big brother” idea; 3, Hobby clubs 
and shops; 4, Recreation, man and 
boy; 5, Recognition of boy achieve- 
ments; 6, Counselling in church youth 
groups; 7, Round tables and film 
forums. 

—Organized activities. 1, Cub 
Scouts, boys 9-11; 2, Boy Scouts, boys 
12-15; 3, Senior.Scouts, boys 15 up; 
4, Luther League, all ages; 5, 4-H 
Clubs, 10-21; 6, Athletics, all ages; 
7, Young men’s conferences, 15 up. 

—Leadership. 1, Recruitment; 2, 
Training. 

—Enrollment. Boy-fact surveys; 
Parent contacts; Boy contacts; pub¬ 
licity ; recognition.

It is under very sobering circum- 
stances that the Christian Church is 
going ahead with its labors to further 
the cause of the Kingdom of Christ 
today. So somber are the shadows 
that even the great of the earth, polit- 
ical leaders, thinkers and teachers 
are trembling to think of the sudden 
and terrible judgments that may lie 
in the very near future. The presi¬ 
dent of Chicago University, in an ad- 
dress before educators recently, 
spoke of bombs in the hand of man 
now, two of which would lay waste 
the United States and destroy life 
therein. He predicted that such power 
would be accessible to all nations 
within five years, and that as a con- 
sequence, we may no^ havé more 
than five years in which to bring 
about any change in this world. So 
urgent is the cry of the Lord Jesus to¬ 
day, “Repent: for the kingdom of 
heaven is at hand.” Is it not about 
time that we begin to cry in all earn- 
estness, “Men and brethren, what 
shall we do?” 

It is under these circumstances that 
our Evangelical Lutheran Church has 
launched in 1947 and is continuing in 
this 1948, a tremendous evangelistic 
program. It is the sense of those that 
attended the Evangelistic Conference 
in Minneapolis in January, that the 
King’s business requires haste today. 
There is no time for rebellion and 
murmurings at sacrifiees, nor dadd- 
ling because of our insufficiency. It 
will be too late when the holocaust cf 
war has broken loose again. There 
may not be a moment’s time. Today 
is the day to use God’s Word and we 
are set here to lift high the banner 
of the Cross in Today’s World, bad as 
it may be. We confess a Living Christ. 
We live in a dying world. Our hope is 
a Living Saviour for a Dying World. 
All other hopes for peaee and con- 
tinued harmony are fast fading away 
around the peaee tables. Men are 
looking into eternity whether they 
realize it or not. In eternity there is 
hope only in Christ for a sinful man. 
Therefore our church is calling every 
Christian pastor and layman to join 
in earnest and contrite prayer for 
God’s mercy and an outpouring of His 
Spirit unto revival amongst us. It is 
calling on every family to use God’s 
Word today in the home. It is calling 
on every Christian to seek his brother 
for the Lord, and to bear testimony. 
That is our Evangelism program! It is 
not enough to bring men into church; 
we must bring them to Christ! 

The Helpers 

The Power for the salvation of 
souls has been, and is today, in the 
gospel of salvation. “It is the power 
of God unto salvation to every one 
that believeth.” But God has or- 
dained that He will use “linesmen” 
to see that every congregation, and 
every home, is properly hooked up to 
this great source of power, that there 
may be light and power unto life. The 
Church, under God, has chosen such 
men to help you to secure these 
blessings in our evangelistic program. 
The writer was prevailed upon to 
serve as director of the Canada Dis¬ 
trict. The real key-men are the circuit 
directors, and under them every pas¬ 
tor and Christian member of our con¬ 
gregation. We plead your co-opera- 
tion and consecration. The stake is 
eternal souls.

The Family Altar 

In another period of crisis, Jeremi- 
ah the prophet wept over his people 
and through him God said, “My peo¬ 
ple have committed two evils; they 
have forsaken me, the fountain of liv¬ 
ing waters, and hewed them out cis- 
terns, broken cisterns, that can hold 
no water.” (2:13). Our people have 
forsaken the altar of prayer in the 
home. Our broken cisterns of money 
and goods are not holding, and the 
craeks are widening every day. It is 
of first importance that the family al¬ 
tar is established again in our homes. 

J. Edgar Hoover, the distinguished 
head of F.B.I., wrote in an article on 
“Forgotten Children” in the Ameri¬ 
can Weekly for January 11. 1948 des- 
cribing in detail the moral decadence 
in the United States in 1946. He em- 
phasized the arrest of 108,787 young 
people under 21 for crimes. Then he 
adds, “Parents must awaken to the 
realization that the family is the first 
great training school in behavior or 
misbehavior. Children develop a 
sense of right and wrong—they are 
not born with it. The home becomes 
for them their first classrom and their 
parents must serve as their first 
teachers. I recall one case where four 
boys, aged 16 and 17, banded togeth- 
er and perpetrated a series of house- 
breakings and thefts. Three of the 
boys were victims of broken home. 
Parental control was Jacking in the 
life of the fourth boy. The mother of 
one of the youngsters had been in- 
volyed with another man in the ab- 
sence of her husband. Her son knew 
this and definitely resented the ae- 
linquency of his mother. 

Our nation is sadly in need of a re- 
birth of the simple life — a return to 
the days when God was a part of each 
household, when families arose in the 
morning with a prayer on their lips 
and ended the day by placing theru- 
selves in His care. We should revive 
the beautiful practice of offering 
thanks at meals and bring back to the 
family circle the moments when fath¬ 
er or mother unfolded the lessons of 
the Bible to eager young listeners.” 

Our church is out this Lenten sea- 
son to establish the family prayer cir¬ 
cle in as many of our homes as is poss- 
iible. The family altar is simply that 
once, twiee or more times a day, the 
father and mother gather the child¬ 
ren about God’s Word, read from the 
Bible or from some devotional bok, 
and have prayer together. If you are 
willing to receive the blessings of this 
practice in your home, but do not 
know how to begin, ask your pastor 
or some other Christian to help you. 
See your pastor about a good book for 
the family altar. The S.L.B.I. Book- 
store at Outlook has been asked and 
has promised to have on hand the fol¬ 
lowing: For adults, “Thy Kingdom 


A Waning Love 

“I know thy works, and thy toil 
and patience, and that thou canst not 
bear evil men — thou hast patience 
and didst bear for my name’s sake; 
and hast not grown weary. But I have 
this against thee, that thou dids’t 
leave thy first love.” (Rev. 2:2-4). 

This portion of God’s Word strikes 
a hammer blow for self-examination 
on the part of every individual who 
knows himself to be a child of God. 
This indietment of leaving “thy first 
love” comes dangerously close, in the 
experience of eyery believer. Many a 
child of God remembers with inward 
pain, the time in his Christian life, 
when the Word of God was meat in- 
deed, remembers how truly sweet the 
hour of prayer, remembers how 
blessed it was to be alone in close 
communion with our God, remem¬ 
bers how much less the power of sin, 
through the devil, the world, and the 
flesh exercised in his life, remembers 
how the love of God as manifested in 
the grace of our Saviour gripped his 
heart and thoughts. 

The realization of having left our 
“first love” gnaws at the soul of every 
earnest and honest Christian. In thp 
light of having experienced the power 
of the gospel, which draws men from 
sin unto grace, from darkness unto 
light, from death unto life, he cannot 
understand this cooling off in his love 
toward God and his Saviour. In 
anguish of soul, he makes bid with 
Peter of old, “Lord, thou knowest 
that I love Thee.” In an earnest quest 
for a closer walk in love, he prays the 
song writer’s words . . . “more love to 
Thee, O Christ, more love to Thee.” 

The words of the text . . . “remem- 
ber therefore from whence thou are 
fallen,” give us a timely warning. The 
indietment of leaving “thy first love” 
stems in no small measure from the 
arm-chair Christianity of our day. 
For some it has become a relatively 
simple thing to be a Christian, be¬ 
cause the cross4>earing is not count- 
ed. The earmarks of true Christian¬ 
ity .. . “suffer hardship with me as 
a good soldier of Jesus Christ” is ab- 
sent. In short, Christianity has be¬ 
come a cheap life insurance, without 
the premium . . . “thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart—thy 
soul—thy mind.” 

It is strange indeed that God de- 
sires to implant in our sinful hearts a 
love that shall be reciprocal of His 
divine love. Therefore, in order that 
the Father-son relationship we have, 
as children of God, might instil an 
abiding love, His Word implores . . . 
“God is love and he that abideth in 
love, abideth in God and God in him” 

. . . “we love because he first loved 
us.” ^ , —H. C. S. 

Come,” by Ludwig Hope; “God’s 
Word For Today,” by Hallesby; For 
children, “God in the Home,” by Da¬ 
niel Nystrom. You may choose others 
if you wish, but these were selected to 
be in special supply and are highly 
recommended. Do not forget your 
Bibles. There is no other book like 
that. Also use the pamphlets issued 
by our church for a week of penitence 
and prayer, though they may come 
too late for the week, February 11 to 
17th, set aside by our church. 

Together with this family altar em- 
phasis we aim to finish the work be- 
gun last year to survey our communi- 
ties and to find the unchurched in our 
own fields.. We cannot help them till 
we find them. It is scriptural: “He 
first findeth his own brother Simon.” 
We must press on this task, and here 
we need the help of many members. 
Then we will need consecrated lay- 
men to visit these many homes, be- 
sides what the pastor can do, to speak

Synderinnen ved fariseerens gjeste¬ 
bud—tenke seg slikt! Og hun hadde 
en alabaster-krukke med kostelig 
salve. Dette var ikke Maria fra Be¬ 
tania som salvet Jesus i den stille uke, 
men en annen Maria. Og henne vakre 
gjerning viser oss motsetningen mel¬ 
lom lunken halvhet overfor Herren og 
det varme hjerte hos den som har sett 
sin store synd, men ogsaa har funnet 
sine synders forlatelse . . . Jesus 
hadde truffet henne i en unevnt by. 
En fallen, utuktig kvinne, foraktet av 
mennsker, særlig av de utvortes 
strenge, selvrettferdige fariseere.

siktige kjølighet. Simon tenkte sitt: 
Jesu profetiske evner kunne da ikke 
være saa framragende naar han ikke 
saa hva dette var for en kvinne. Men 
Jesus kom hans og de andres bemerk¬ 
ninger i forkjøpet ved aa ta ordet og 
vende seg til Simon. Han vitner fint 
og hensynsfullt i lignelsen om man¬ 
nen med to skyldnere om at han vel 
kjente kvinnens fortid, hennes tunge 
skyld.

Dette var ogsaa en alvaarlig tukt 
over Simons egen hjertestilling. Hans 
brøde laa i hans selvrettferdighet. 
Hans syndserkjennelse var formørket 
av selvrettferdighetens taake. Kvin¬ 
nen var naadd langt foran ham. Hun 
hadde selv dømt sitt syndeliv som en 
ydmyk synder, og mottatt full for¬ 
latelse. Gjennom den omvendelse som 
fariseerne ikke ville høre tale om, var 
hun naadd fram til Gud. Israels læe 
hadde helbredet henne, mens Simon 
ennaa gik og kvaksalvet med sine 
egne bestrepelser og gjerninger og 
sin haltende fromhet overfor Gud. 
Der rammet Herrens ord Simon paa 
det ømme sted. Han stillet kvinnens 
varme hjertelag op mot hans lunkne, 
kjølige ferd og» viste ham det klart: 
Du Simon staav naa langt tilbake for 
henne. Hun er nadd fram til den store 
kjærlighet, til aa elske meget, mens 
du, Simon kun elsker lite, fordi din 
synd og den naade som tilbys deg 
enna bare er som en ringe ting i dine 
øyne.

Hva gjør du med fastetiden? 

Fastetidens prominente ide er selv¬ 
fornektelse.

Vi roper til himmelen 
og til vaare medmennesker som 
vitner til vaart forsvar) at vi er saa 
sliten, saa nervøs, har Søvnløse netter. 
Vi kan simpelthen ikke ta tid fra 
vaart travle jag (og vi er virkelig 
bedrøvet over dette) til aa gjøre en 
, liten tjeneste for Jesus og hans rike. 
“Du har virkelig ingen anelse om . . . 
hvor travelt jeg had det.” for aa unn- x 
gaa denne negative ensidighet, bare 
nekte oss selv noen materielle ting og 
la det gaa med det, vil ikke hjelpe 
oss det ringeste. Da holder tomhet¬ 
en og kjedsomheten sitt inntog. Og 
Gud avskyr alt det som er tomt. 

Naar vi saa kommer til 'den posi¬ 
tive side av saken, tar vi det som av¬ 
gjort at du drar nytte av de særlige 
fastegudstjenester i din kirke, og 
leser Bibelen og fasteliteratur til 
privat studium og andakt. Og at du 
forøker tiden for ditt opbyggelsesliv 
og legger tilside specielle gaver for 
rikets utbredelse — i Penny-a-meal 
boksen. Men enn om du gjorde litt 
personlig arbeid for Jesus i fasten? 
F.eks. satte det som din opgave aa 
gaa og besøke herr og fru Fraværende 
og finne ut hvorfor de har laget for¬ 
svinningsnummer av seg selv naar det 
gjelder kirken og gudstjenesten. 
Vaare kirkebøker har mange slike 
paa sine sider, kanskje ville et besøk 
fra en lægmann virke langt mere enn 
prestens, han er jo betalt for aa gjøre 
det.

You would expect that a trip like that 
would cost you a considerable sum 
but that’s not so. By chartering a bus 
(or buses) you can reach Grande 
Prairie not only pleasantly but cheap- 
ly. More than that—if enough so wish 
an excursion will be arranged north- 
ward—say to Fort St. John—places 
all of us have heard about but most 
of us have never seen. At the present 
time the following information re- 
garding fare rates on chartered buses 
from Edmonton is available: Edmon- 
ton to Grande Prairie (and return) 
$9.80 plus 15 per cent tax, $11.30; 
from Grande Prairie to Ft. St. John 
(and return) $3.90 plus 15 per cent 
tax, $4.50. To cover that distance and 
back again to Edmonton for approxi- 
mately $16.00 is not exactly an ex- 
pensive ride.
